500 Marin Families Quit Homes In Flood; 
But County 'Holds Up' Under Disaster 


County officials stood by today 
to request a state of emergency 
if necessary, but midmomlng re­ 
ports from all parts of Marin 
showed that Individual commun­ 
ities were doing fairly well in the 
face of the continuous downpour. 
“Firemen, police and individuals

8 Towns Flooded; 
Thousands Fleeing 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R)—Raging coastal and mountain 
streams overflowed their banks, in three western states today 
bringing death and destruction and driving thousands from 
their homes in the wake of week-long drenching rains, the 
worst in the Weather Bureau’s history. 
At least 12 persons were known dead, scores wTre reported 
missing, eight towns were flooded out completely and more 
than 15 others were inundated as the streams rushed to the 
sea and made more than 15,000 homeless. 
Property damage in Northern California, Western Oregon 
and Nevada was estimated in the millions. One estimate 
placed the loss at more than 10 
million dollars, but no 
accurate 
check could be made. 
A state of emergency was de­ 
clared by Gov. Goodwin J. Knight 
in Northern California, where the 
missing included 12 at the resort 
town of Santa Cruz where the San 
Lorenzo River isolated the city of 
15,000 today. Eight of the missing 
there were reported swept to sea. 
‘The police teletype, only means of 
communication, said aid would 
have to be sent by airlift. 


UNDER WATER 
The Santa Cruz business district 
was under five feet of water, 'rhree 
persons were reported dead and 
three were reported missing in the 
area. A bridge was washed out at 
Watsonville in the same county. 
Near the Oregon border the 
towns of South Pork and Weott, 
with 500 residents, were both 
wiped out by the Eel River in 
Humboldt County. At Rio Dell, not 
far from the mouth of the Eel 
River, residents reported seeing 
25 persons floating on debris to 
the sea. 
In Western Oregon, where two 
and possibly three, were dead, the 
roaring rivers continued to spread 
destruction. Hundreds of families 
were evacuated from their Christ­ 
mas-decorated homes.

In Reno. Truckee River went 
over its banks and threatened to 
flood the downtown area, endan­ 
gering two prominent hotels with 
gambling casinos.

I hesitate to say how many 
houses actually have gone down 
the rivers, but I would guess be­ 
tween 70 and 80. They included a 
12-unit motel. 
There are reports of three per­ 
sons drowned—two men and a 
woman in the Weott area. 
I want to tread lightly in calcu­ 
lating how many people have been 
lost, but there are reports of per­ 


sons seen yelling from, floating 
houses. 
A sheriff’s deputy told men he 
saw two men going by on a log 
and yelling for help. No one khows 
what happened to them. 
About a million board feet of 
lumber was swept away yesterday 
at the lumber town of Scotia. 
Three buses were reported miss­ 
ing in the Eureka area, but it 
could not be learned whether they 
were in serious trouble. 
I estimate 3,000 cows were lost 
and 
there 
were 
Jams 
under 
bridges. It definitely is not a pret­ 
ty sight and is reminiscent of a 
Mississippi .River flood. 
The food situation does not ap­ 
pear bad. Most people who fled to 
higher ground took supplies with 
them. 
At Klamath Glen, residents went 
into a grocery store and took all 
the supplies they could carry. It 
was Just as well, because the stm-e 
later coUapsed.

CHICAGO (U.R) — The biggest 
cancer 
survey 
ever 
conducted 
shows “some progress” in the 
management of the 'Cancer prob­ 
lem, the American Medical Assn. 
reported today. 
The survey, reported in the AMA 
Journal, was made by the Nation­ 
al Cancer Institute in 10 metro­ 
politan cities. 
The report said there was a rise 
in the incidence of cancer frcun 
1937 to 1947, but It is difficult to 
determine its significance or how 
much of the Increase was “real." 
“Improved techniques for diag­ 
nosis have resulted in the discov­ 
ery of some cases that in the past 
would have been missed,” the re­ 
port said. 
MORE PflYSlCIANS 
“The number of physicians with 
training and experience in diagno­ 
sis of cancer has also Increased.” 
'The survey consisted, of studies 
made of cancer incidence, preva­ 
lence and mortality rates in 1937- 
39 and 1947-411 In Chicago, Detroit. 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Atlanta, 
New Orleans, Dallfta, Denver, San 
Francisco and Birmingham, Ala. 
The report said the survey was 
on “a scale unrivaled in any other 
country.” 
showed that in 1947, 430 of 
every 100,000 residents had cancer 
at some time during the year, 26 
per cent more than in 1937. In 1947 
149 of every 100.000 died of cancer, 
an increase of 19 per cent. 
The report showed that in 1947, 
319 new cases were diagnosed for 
every 100,000 persons, 30 per cent 
more than in 1937. 
The survey also showed that: 
Thirty-two of every 100 newborn 
children may expect to develop 
cancer at some time if present 
rates continue. 
Of those, three may be expected 
to develop cancer b^ the age of 45, 
14 by the age of 65, 33 by the age 
of 75 and the remainder in later 
years.

More than 500,000 new cases are 
being diagnosed in the UB. each 
year. At current rates, cases may 
be expected to Increase by more 
than 50 per cent in the next 25 
years.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Step Carefully, Drive 
Safely To Avoid Tragedy 


Traditionally, Christmastime is the time 
of happiness, festivity, peace and good will. 
Yet in a few devastating seconds, the whole 
season can be changed for a group of indi­ 
viduals from happiness to grief, from festivity 
to horror. 
Here are a few actual headlines from the 
Independent-Journal during this Christmas 
month of December which illustrate the 


point: 
“San Rafael Woman Dies After Being Hit 
By Car; Church-Bound Victim Struck On 
5th Avenue." 
^Novato Pedestrian Hurt Seriously in 101 
Mishap." 
“2 Boys Hurt As Vehicle Hurtles Road." 
“Marin Bride of 5 Weeks Killed in Texas 
Collision." 
These are not made-up illustrations. They 
are actual tragedies among our neighbors. 
They have all happened in the last three 
weeks. And they are just a few of similar 
stories both here and throughout the state 
and nation. 
You will notice that the location of the 
accidents does not follow a pattern. Pedes­ 


trians are hit on the streets of San Rafael or 
the main highway at Novato. They are killed 
or injured as easily whether a car hurtles off 
a road in Southern Marin or is smashed in 
the heart of Texas. Motorist and pedestrian 
alike are responsible for their own and 
other’s safety. Unfortunately many more 
than just the victim suffer because of an 
accident. 
More than tw ice as many people have been 
killed on Marin highways so far this year 
than during all of 1954. Statewide the fatali­ 
ty record isn’t quite that bad. Still there has 
been an increased death rate of 10 per cent; 
5,055 persons were killed in traffic in the 
first 11 months of this year. That’s enough 
people to populate a city the size of 
Larkspur. 
In calling these facts to your attention we 
are not trying to detract from your Christ­ 
mas happiness. Quite the opposite. We are 
determined, as you should be, that your 
holiday season must not be blighted by 
tragedy. 
Take it easy. Drive and walk carefully; 
then we all can have a Merry Christmas. 


Kefauver Vs. Stevenson Again 


Senator Estes Kefauver of Tennessee again 
hat challenged Adlai E. Stevenson for the 
Democratic nomination for president. Steven­ 
son supporters in California have launched 
an early drive to capture the nation’s second 
largest state for him. Last time, California 
went for Kefauver. 


Just how close did Kefauver come last 
time? He went into the 1952 Democratic 
convention after having won in 14 of 16 
presidential preference primaries. At the 
convention, he was placed in nomination by 
Gov. Gordon Browning of Tennessee, with 
James Roosevelt of California as one of his 
three seconders. 


He pulled what some of the professional 
politicians called an “unethical" act when 
he and his father appeared in the convention 
gallery and received an ovation. 
On the first ballot Kefauver was out in

front with 340 votes to 273 for Stevenson 
and 268 for Senator Richard B. Russell of 
Georgia. The Tennessee senator was weak, 
however, in t\\e Deep South, which gave him 
only 13 of its 236 votes in the first round. 


On the second ballot, Kefauver picked up 
221/J votes, only two from the Deep South, 
while Stevenson was gaining 5 
1 
On the 
third go-round, Stevenson’s landslide was 
unstoppable. 


During 
the 
campaign, 
Stevenson 
did 
nothing to endear himself to the South, in 
fact he alienated many there. Since then, 
however, he has been mending his fences 
below the Mason-Dixon line. 
So has Kefauver. Has he done a good 
enough job to this time beat off the bid of 
a once-defeated candidate? Only time and 
the Democratic primary in Chicago next 
August will tell. 


How About Bold Action By U. N. 
To Outlaw The Cocktail Party? 


NEW YORK VP — Cutting 
down the number of wars in the 
world has been a pesky problem 
to the United Nations for 
10 
troubled years. 
Now it faces a new crisis—how 
to cut down on the number of its 
own cocktail parties. 
Here really bold action is called 
for. Why doesn’t the U.N. forget 
about abolishing war for one ses­ 
sion and put down as the main 
task on its agenda the problem 
of outlawing all cocktail parties 
everywhere? 


THIS WOULD turn out to be 
a real positive step toward peace, 
universal brotherhood and the 
long-term improvement of hu­ 
man welfare. 
The growing nuisance of too 
many cocktail parties at the U.N. 
was pointed out by Jose Maza of 
Chile. As president of the 10th 
General Assembly, he had to at­ 
tend as many as three or four in 
a day. 


Every fresh international ten­ 
sion seems to produce a torrent 
of cocktail parties, which in dip­ 
lomatic parlance are known as 
“receptions.” 
“You have to drink the same 
Scotch or the same Manhattans 
and eat the same shrimps and 
talk to the self-same people,” 
said President Maza. 


HIS DESCRIPTION OF 
this 
type of social function may well 
go down as the greatest under­ 
statement in the history of di­ 
plomacy. 
The average cocktail party 
isn’t a party at all. It is an ex­ 
ercise in group self-punishment 
It is a social battlefield, where 
men and women drink from a 
poisoned well while they build 
verbal towers of bable in a wil­ 
derness fog of smoke that would 
strangle a clean-living Eskimo 
in 20 minutes. 
The cocktail party isn’t a fea-

ture of modern living. It is a 
factor in modem dying.

Legend hfis it that ‘it 
was invented early in the 12th 
century by a Minsk caviar manu­ 
facturer named Ivan Petrono- 
vich in an attempt to unload an 
oversupply of fish eggs. The Rus­ 
sians, who are quick to claim 
every other invention, denounce 
this story as a capitalist canard. 
But it will be noted they still 
serve fish eggs at most cocktail 
parties. 


EVEN THE DEVIL has friends, 
so it goes without saying that 
cocktail parties have their de­ 
fenders. They claim these af­ 
fairs relieve social tension. The 
truth is they stfr up new ten­ 
sions. If you throw one cocktail 
party to calm a tension, 
you 
have to hurl a second one to 
cure the new tensions that grew 
out of the first. So 
the 
evil 
chain grows. 
Actually nothing really good 
can be said for cocktail parties. 
Nobody ever got sober at one. 
It is unlikely anybody ever made 
a life-long friend at one. They’re 
the world’s poorest places to 
borrow money. 
If the U.N. really does some­ 
thing to ban the cocktail party, 
it will earn a monument high­ 
er than Mt. Everest. 
But what would become of all 
those fish eggs? Well, why not 
give them back to their parents?

Shaping Up For 


California Primary 


SACRAMENTO (U.RV-Califor- 
nia will be the battle ground for 
a clash between the two rank­ 
ing Democratic presidential can­ 
didates next year—and may be­ 
come the major test for Repub­ 
lican party hopefuls as well if 
Mr. Eisenhower retires. 
The announcement of Sen. 
Estes Kefauver that he defi­ 
nitely will enter the California 
presidential primary next June 
5th sets up a head-on test with 
Adlai Stevenson who already 
is well along the way to form­ 
ing up a delegation for 
the 
California election. . 
Until 
President 
Elsenhower 
makes known his decision on 
running for a second term, it is 
impossible to predict what will 
happen on the GOP side of the 
ledger. 
But if the President bows out, 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight 
has 
promised he will field a “favor­ 
ite son” delegation and has pre­ 
dicted he could defeat any other 
presidential hopeful, including 
Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on, in a state primary. 


NIXON, THUS FAR, has not 
revealed his plans In event of 
the President’s retirement. But 
in most public opinion polls, he 
is listed as the leading Repub­ 
lican presidential candidate to 
succeed Mr. Eisenhower. 
U. S. Sen. William F. Know- 
land, another Californian, has 
hinted broadly that if Ike bows 
out, he will announce his candi­ 
dacy and may enter the Califor­ 
nia primary.

Thus there is a possibility that 
the three highest-ranking Repub­ 
licans In the state will tangle in 
June in an effort to capture Cal­ 
ifornia’s 70 convention votes. 


STEVENSON HAS the Jump 
over Kefauver in the Democratic 
race by virtue of the fact that 
most of California’s Democratic 
party leaders, including Attor­ 
ney General Edmund G. Brown, 
are on his side.

WASHINGTON (U.P.)—Andrew 
W. Mellon might be a Civil War 
hero or the name of a horse so 
far as the present generation 
would know or care. But the old 
timers around town have not 
forgotten the spry and restless 
little man who stuttered in his 
speech. 
A three-cent stamp bearing 
Mellon’s likeness was dedicated 
in his honor Tuesday. Perhaps 
the old man’s bones can cease 
rattling now in protest against 
what his friends hotly called a 
notable effort to smear his mem­ 
ory forever. 


IT WAS JUST 20 years ago, 
that the New Deal’s department 
of Justice sought to indict Mel­ 
lon on charges of fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns. Mellon, Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
greatest 
financier, 
had been secretary of treasury 
in three successive Republican 
administrations—Harding, Cool- 
idge and Hoover—1921-1932. He 
was for years called the greatest 
secretary of treasury since Alex­ 
ander Hamilton. 
But Mellon's 
luck faded with the great de­ 
pression and former President 
Hoover whisked him out of the 
cabinet to be ambassador to 
great Britain before the election 
of 1932. The old man had become 
a political liability. 
But that did not mean he was 
* a crook. The Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration, however, was slugging 
the so-called reactionaries in 
1935 and Mellon was a target. 
As Elmer Irey related to William 
Slocum for the book “The Tax 
Dodgers,” it happened like this: 


“THE ROOSEVELT adminis­ 
tration made me go after Andy 
Mellon,” Irey said. “I liked Mr. 
Mellon, and they knew it, so the 
FBI took first crack. 
“Bob Jackson (later attorney 
general and Supreme Court jus­ 
tice) was made Internal Revenue 
Department chief counsel and he 
said to me: ‘I need help on this 


Mellon thing. The FBI investi­ 
gation was no good. You run on* 
on him.’ The FBI evidently had 
found no tax dodging. 
“In a short »time Irey got a 
telephone call from Henry Mor- • 
genthau Jr., secretary of treas­ 
ury. The secretary said: ‘Irey, 
you can’t be 99% per cent on 
this job. Investigate Mellon. I 
order it.’ 
“Irey explained his personal 
viewpoint that Mellon was inno­ 
cent, although admitting it was 
not his place to judge. Morgen- 
thau’s answer was: “I’m direct­ 
ing you to go ahead, Irey.’ ” 
Mellon’s tax paying easily sur­ 
vived investigation, and that was 
that. The grand jury refused to 
indict. 


MELLON WAS A patriot by 
his own and the standards of 
many others but he was no softy. 
He was, in fact, hard in many 
ways although a wispy ^ little 
man, physically, given to flut­ 
tering through downtown traf­ 
fic in Washington like a startled 
bird. Treasury corner 
tourists 
usually scoffed when 
a 
guide 
suddenly urged them to believe 
that the slight figure dodging 
the trams and autos at 15th and 
Pennsylvania was, in fact, secre­ 
tary of the treasury of the 
United States. 
His coal and iron police in in­ 
dustries Mellon controlled long 
were under charges 
of 
strike 
brutalities. 
W h e n depression 
came there is the word of Mr. 
Hoover, himself, that Mellon had 
only one 
formula: 
“Liquidate 
stocks, liquidate labor, liquidate 
the farmers, liquidate real es­ 
tate.” Although a great giver to 
good causes, churches, museums 
and, it is true, hungry men and 
women, Mellon was hardly a hu­ 
manitarian. But neither was he 
a tax dodger. The grand jury re­ 
fusal to indict after FBI and 
treasury investigations seems to 
call a foul on the New Deal 
against an old and, tax-wise, in­ 
nocent man.

What Businessman Would

The Brown ticket had no real 
candidate in 1952 and thus there 
was no one to counteract the 
magnetism of the soft-spoken

scored heavily both in personal 
appearances and on television 
and radio. 


BUT NEXT YEAR undoubted­ 
ly will tee Stevenson devote a 
considerable part of his efforts 
to attracting California voters. 
And even the most ardent Ke­ 
fauver supporters concede that 
Stevenson is no amateur when 
it comes to speech-making or 
attracting votes. 
A defeat for either man in 
California might not knock him 
completely out of the presiden­ 
tial picture—but it certainly will 
be a crjppling blow to the loser. 
On the Republican 
side, 
if 
Nixon, Knowland and Knight all 
enter the lists, a defeat for any 
of them would be catastrophic. 
For it is the next thing to impos­ 
sible for a candidate to win a 
party nomination without the 
support of the electorate in hi* 
home state.

Step Carefully, Drive 
Safely To Avoid Tragedy 


Traditionally, Christmastime is the time 
of happiness, festivity, peace and good will. 
Yet in a few devastating secO'nds, the who'le 
season can be changed for a group of indi­ 
viduals from happiness to grief, from festivity 
to horror. 
Here arc a few actual headlines from the 
Independent-Journal during this Christmas 
month of December which illustrate the 
point: 
“San Rafael Woman Dies After Being Hit 
By Car; Church-Bound Victim Struck On 
5th Avenue.*' 
’ 
^ ’ovato Pedestrian Hurt Seriously in 101 
Mishap.** 
“2 Boys Hurt As Vehicle Hurtles Road.’*. 
“Marin Bride of 5 Weeks Killed in Texas 
001115100.** 
These are not made-up illustrations. They 
are actual tragedies among our neighbors. 
They have all happened in the last three 
weeks. And they are just a few of similar 
stories both here and t,hroughout the state 
and nation. 
You will notice that the location of the 
accidents does not follow a pattern. Pedes­ 


trians arc hit on the itreeti of San Rafael or 
the main highway at Novato. They are killed 
or injured as easily whether a car hurtles oif 
a road in Southern Marin or is smashed in 
the heart of Texas. Motorist and pedestrian 
alike are responsible for their own and 
other’s safety. Unfortunately .many more 
than just the victim suffer because of an 
accident. 
^íore than twice as many people have been 
killed on Marin highways so far this year 
than during all of 1954. Statewide the fatali­ 
ty record isn’t quite that bad. Still there has 
been an increased death rate of 10 per cent; 
5,055 persons svere killed in traffic in the 
first 11 months of this year. That’s enough 
people to populate a city the size of 
Larkspur. 
In calling these facts to your attention wt 
are not trying to detract from your Christ­ 
mas happiness. Quite the opposite. We are 
determined, as you should be, that your 
holiday season must not 'be 'blighted 'by 
tragedy. 
Take it easy. Drive and walk carefully; 
then we all can have a Merry Christmas. 


Kefauver Vs. Stevenson Again 


Senator Estci Kefauver of Tennessee again 
hai challenged Adlai E. Stevenson for the 
Democratic nomination for president. Steven­ 
son supporter! in California have launched 
an early drive to capture the nation’s second 
largest state for him. Last time, California 
went for Kefauver. 


Just how dote did Kefauver come last 
time? He went into the !952 Democratic 
convention, after having won in, 14 of 16 
presidential preference primariea. At the 
convention, he was placed in nomination by 
Cot. Gordon Browning of Tennessee, with 
James Roosevelt of California as one of his 
three seconders. 


He pulled what some of the professional 
politicians called an “unethical** act when 
he and his father appeared in the convention 
gallery and received an ovation. 
On the first ballot Kefauver w'as out in

front with 349 votes to 275 for Stevenson 
and 268 for Senator Richard B. Russell of 
Georgia. The Tennessee senator was weak, 
however, in tl^e Deep South, which gave him 
only 13 of its 236 votes in the fint round. 


On the second ballot, Kefauver picked up 
22i/f votes, only twe from the Deep South, 
while Stevenson was gaining 511/ 2 * 
t,hird g'o-round, Stevenson's landslide w’as 
unstoppable. 


During 
the campaign, 
Stevenson 
did 
nothing to endear himself to the South, in 
fact he alienated many there. Since then, 
however, he has been mending his fences 
below the Mason-Dixon line. 
So has Kefauver. Has he done a good 
enough job to this time beat off the bid of 
a once-defeated candidate? Only time and 
the Democratic primary in Chicago next 
August will tell.

New Postage Stamp 
Honors Memory 
Of Andrew Mellon

WASHINGTON (UF3—Andrew 
W. Mellon might be a Civil War 
hero or the name of a horse so 
far as the present generation 
would know or care. But the old 
timers around to'wn. have not 
forgotten th.e S'p:ry a'nd res.tl€'.sa. 
li.ttle 'man. 'who stu'tte'red .in his 
.speech. 
A three'-'Ce:nt s'iam'p bearing 
MeUon’s likeness was dedicated 
In his honor Tuesday. Perhaps 
the old man’s bones can cease 
rattling now in protest against 
what his friends hotly caJled a 
notable effort to smear his mem­ 
ory forever. 


IT WAS JUST 20 years ago, 
that the New Deal’s d^imrtment 
of Justice sought to m dict Mel­ 
lon on charges of fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns. Mellon, Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
greatest 
financier, 
had been secretary of treasury 
in three successive Republican 
administrations—Harding, Cool- 
idge and Hoover—1921-1932. He 
was for years called the greatest 
secretary of treasury since Alex­ 
ander Hamilton. 
But 
Mellon’s 
.luck. f:Ewl'ed. 'wi.th the great 'de­ 
pression and .former Pre'SidC'nt 
Hoover wMsked him out of the 
cabinet to be amb:assador to 
great Britain before the election 
of 1932. The old man had b e i ^ t 
a political liability. 
But that did not mean he was 
a crook. The Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration, however, was slugging 
the so-called reactionaries in 
1935 and Mellon was a target. 
As Elmer Irey related to William 
Slocum for the book "The Tax 
Dodgers,” it happened like this: 


“THE ROOSEVELT adngnls- 
tration made me go after Andy 
Mellon,” Irey said. “I liked Mr. 
Mellon, and they knew it, so the 
FBI took first crack. 
“Bob Jackson (later attomey 
general and Supreme Court jus­ 
tice) was made Internal Revenue 
:De'P.ar'tme'nt chief wunsel .and he 
R'aid 'to' me; "I need. he''l.p on this 


Mellon thing. The FBI investi­ 
gation was no good. You run one 
on him.’ The FBI evidently had 
found no tax dodging. 
“In a short •time Irey got a 
telephone call frcHn Henry Mor- • 
genthau Jr., secretary of treaa- 
'ury. 'Th.e S'ecretary .said: Trey, 
you ca'n't 'be M% 'per cent m. 
'this jo'b. In.vestlg.ate' Me'Eoo.. I. 
order it.’ 
“Irey explained his personal 
viewpoint that Mellon was Inno­ 
cent, although admitting it was 
not his place to judge. Morgen- 
thau’s answer was: "I’m direct­ 
ing you to go ahead, Irey.’” 
Mellon’s tax paying easily sur­ 
vived investigation, and that was 
that. The grand jury refused to 
indict. 


MELLON WAS A patriot by 
his own and the standards of 
many others but he was no softy. 
He was, in fact, hard in many 
ways although a wispy ^little 
man, physically, given to flut­ 
tering through downtown traf­ 
fic in Washington like a startled 
.bird. Treasury 
corner 
tourists 
'usually Koffed when 
a 
guidO' 
sud,d;enly 'urged, them to 'be^lieva 
th at the s'light figure dodging 
the 'trams, a'nd a.utos at 15th .and 
Pcn.n£ylv,aii.ia w.as., In. fact, »ec.re'- 
tary of the 
treasury of the 
United States. 
His coal and iron police in in­ 
dustries Mellon controlled long 
were under charges 
of 
strike 
brutalities. 
W h e n depression 
came there is the word of Mr. 
Hoover, himself, that Mellon had 
only one 
formula: 
“Liquidate 
stocks, liquidate labor, liquidate 
the farmers, liquidate real es­ 
tate.” Although a great giver to 
good causes, churches, museums 
and, it is true, hungry men and 
women, Mellon was hardly a hu­ 
manitarian.

More Kennels, Men Linda Christian 
Throws Out 
Process Server 
Needed For Dog 
Curbs, Board Told 


More kennels to hold rabid or 
suspected rabid dogs and more 
poundmen to capture stray an i­ 
mals are the im mediate needs of 
the health departm ent in enforc­ 
ing the countywide dog quaran­ 
tine, the board of supervisors was 
told Tuesday. 
Dr. Carolyn Albrecht, county 
health officer, told the board her 
three im mediate needs are: 
1. M aximum security kennels for 
rabid dogs and those suspected of 
rabies. 
2. Additional manpower to aid 
M arin Hum ane Society poundm en 
in capturing stray anim als. 
3. Increased kennel space in the 
county for holding captured dogs 
until their owners pick them up. 
In Tuesday’s inform al meeting, 
the board seemed willing to pay 
for increasing the num ber of ken­ 
nels a t the H um ane Society’s an i­ 
m al shelter in San Rafael and to 


hire an additional m an for each 
of the three trucks the society 
operates in the county. However, 
no action was taken pending a re­ 
port a t the next official m eeting 
of the board on Jan. 3. 
Gerald Dalmadge, service di­ 
rector for the N orthern California 
Societey for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, told the board 
th a t cost of perm anent kennels 
and outdoor runs is about $1,000 
each, although tem porary ones can 
be buiult for less. He estim ated 
th a t M arin needs about 42 ken­ 
nels. At present the H um ane So­ 
ciety has 16 kennels w ith runs and 
eight inside “waiting kennels.” 
Mrs. Ned Bryant, M arin society 
m anager, who attended the m eet­ 
ing, will report to the society’s 
board 
of 
directors a t its next 
meeting and ask permission for 
the county to build more kennels 
on the society’s shelter property in 
San Rafael.

Turned out by Henri-Georges 
Clouzot, F rance’s top director, this 
hair-raising shocker is a study 
of fear in four m en: Mario, a 
handsom e young Corsican (Yves 
M ontand), who relieves his bore­ 
dom in a sun-baked C entral Amer­ 
ican oil town by dallying w ith a 
w ell-turned female; Luigi (Folco 
Lull!), a big Italian country boy;

At this point, it is necessary to 
w arn the film -goer th a t the sus­ 
pense Clouzot generates is nearly 
prostrating; it is as if he wants to 
have every viewer succumb to a 
stroke.

Marin's Reservoirs Full 


Marin 
County 
reservoirs 
are 
brimful for the first time in two 
years, the Marin Municipal and 
North Marin Water Districts re­ 
ported today. 


All dams are safe, water district 
spokesmen declared, counteract­ 
ing yesterday’s rash of rumors to 
the contrary. 


Alpine Lake, some nine feet be­ 
low the dam spillway yesterday, 
was thought to have filled during 
the 
night, 
although 
telephone 
trouble prevented direct communi­ 
cation this morning. 


Novato’s Stafford Dam was full 
as of last night. The .North Marin 
Water District, in a last-minut« 
decision yesterday, decided against 
letting water through the dam’s 
flood gates. “The water was about 
to pour over the spillway anyway,’* 
it was explained. 


At Lagunitas Lake, the spillway 
stream was a fast current a whole 
foot above the spillway’s level. 
Full reservoirs are a welcome 
contrast to last year’s dry winter, 
when none of the county’s water 
reservoirs was filled to capacity.

Sausalitan Losing Four-Day Fight

Burke then return­ 
ed to map plans for moving out 
some $12,000 worth of furnishings, 
including a pink Christmas tree 
surrounded with tinsel-wrapped 
gifts, and a cage containing two 
parakeets. 
Burke, sales manager for Hugh- 
son Ford Sales Co. in San Francis­ 
co, has waged a losing battle with

Gladys B, which broke loose from 
its moorings in Sunday’s blow and 
shipped so much water it sank. 
To add to Mrs. Burke’s worries, 
her sister phoned Sunday night 
from New Orleans with the news 
that she was dying of cancer. 
“She’d never been sick a day in 
her life. Everything has happened 
this week that could happen,” 
Burke said. 
He stopped shoveling mud when 


After his Sunday battle with 
the boat, Burke came home and 
shoveled all night to keep the hill­ 
side behind the house from literal­ 
ly running through it. At one time, 
four inches of mud stood on the 
new wall-to-wall carpeting.

A cozy fire in the fireplace is 
especially nice during the Christ­ 
mas season. But th at’s probably 
the worst time to have one. 
That beautiful Christmas tree 
standing in the corner is like dry 
tinder, just waiting for a spark 
to turn your gay holiday into 
tragedy. 
HOLIDAY EXCITEMENT 
And the children, excited by 
the tree and Christmas gifts, are 
apt to stray too near the open 
flames. 
Even disregarding holi­ 
day 
excitement, 
fireplaces 
ac­ 
count for an alarming number,, of 
burn accidents. 
By taking a few simple precau­ 
tions you might prevent a holi­ 
day mishap and severe injury to 
your children. 
Both plain and raised cotton 
clothing burns easily and quick­ 
ly. The porous weave of materials 
like 
organdy, 
cheesecloth, 
net, 
gauze, veiling and sheer voile also 
make them catch fire easily. 
IN CHILDREN’S TOYS 
Materials like brushed-up rayon 
and chenille can go up quickly, 
too. These latter two sometimes 
are used in children’s toy teddy 


bears and in housecoats. 


On the other hand, wool, silk, 
nylon, vinyon and velon are not 
considered flammability hazards. 


It’s easy to flameproof these 
combustible materials which are 
sometimes used for clothing, cur­ 
tains, drapes, rugs and the like. 


The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters recommends the fol 
lowing method: 
Mix nine ounces of borax in a 
gallon of warm water and stir 
well. When it has dissolved, add 
four ounces of boric acid. 


HEAVY MATERIALS 
Douse the fabrics in the solu­ 
tion until they are saturated. It 
might take a little longer for 
heavy materials than it will for 
light ones. 
Then simply wring 
them out and let them dry. 
Unwieldy articles such as drapes 
rugs and slip covers can be sprayed 
instead of dunked. Washing the 
materials removes the flameproof- 
ing. Otherwise, the solution will 
remain effective for about a year. 
Except for a slight stiffening, 
the solution is not likely to harm 
the fabrics.

Cozy Fire In Fireplace Is 
Nice But Watch For Sparks 


By HERMAN N. BÜNDESEN, M.D. 
A cozy fire in the fireplace is 
espGcially nice during the Christ­ 
mas season. But th at’s probably 
the worst time to have one. 
T hat beautiful Christmas tree 
standing in the corner is like dry 
tinder, Just waiting for a spark 
to turn your gay holiday into 
tragedy. 
HOLIDAY EXCITEMENT 
And the children, excited by 
the tree and Christmas gifts, are 
apt to stray too near the open 
ñames. 
Even disregarding holi­ 
day 
excitement, 
fireplaces 
ac­ 
count for an alarming number^ of 
burn accidents. 
By taking a few simple precau­ 
tions you might prevent a holi­ 
day mishap and severe injury to 
your children. 
Both plain and raised cotton 
clothing bum s easily and quick­ 
ly. The porous weave of materials 
like 
organdy, 
cheesecloth, 
net, 
gauze, veiling and sheer voile also 
make them catch fire easily. 
IN CHILDREN’S TOYS 
Materials like brushed-up rayon 
and chenille can go up quickly, 
too. These latter two sometimes 
are used In children’s toy teddy 


bears and in housecoats. 


On the other hand, wool, silk, 
nylon, vtayon and velon are not 
considered flammability hazards. 


I t’s easy to flameproof these 
combustible materials which are 
sometimes used for clothing, cur­ 
tains, drapes, rugs and the like. 


The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters recommends the fol­ 
lowing method: 
Mix nine ounces of borax in a 
gallon of warm water and stir 
well. When It has dissolved, add 
four oim::es of boric acid. 


HEAVY MATERIALS 
Douse the fabrics in the solu­ 
tion untE they are saturated. It 
might take a little longer for 
hea'vy ma'terials than it will 'for 
light ones. 
Then simply wring 
them out and let them dry. 
Unwieldy articles such as drapes, 
rugs and sUp covers can be sprayed 
;ins'tead of dunked. Wesh'ing the 
materials removes the flameproof- 
ing. Otherwise, the solution will 
remain effective for about a year. 
Except for a sEght stiffening, 
the solution is not likely to harm 
the fabrics.

family feast, jokes and laughter 
and, maybe, a word or two about 
Jesus. That is Christmas for most 
Americans. 
But not for 70 men living in a 
rugged Utah valley. 
They pray 
and think, hear and sing of Jesus 
and of His coming 
earth. That 
is their Christmas, and nothing 
more. 
These men, who rarely use their 
voices except to praise God, are 
Trappist monks. There are roughly 
700 like them celebrating Christ­ 
mas this year in 11 monasteries 
scattered across the nation. 
Although called Trappists, their 
real name is Cistercians of the 
Strict Observance, or Reformed 
Cistercians. It is an order of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
PROFESSION IS PRAYER 
The monks at the Abbey of Our 
Lady of the Holy Trinity have re­ 
nounced the world to become con­ 
templatives. 
Their profession is 
prayer. Their function is not to 
teach, nor to win converts, but 
simply to love God. 
With a few exceptions, such as 
the monk detailed to greet visitors, 
they do not speak in conversation 
They 
exchange 
information 
by 
signs. They do not eat meat, fish 
or eggs. A typical meal consists 
of soup and cooked vegetables 
Christmas Day the food will be 
something special—soup, two vege 
tables, homemade bread, cocoa, 
fruit and a few sweets. 
On Utah Highway 39, leading 
east from Ogden, a tiny roadside 
sign reading simply “Monastery” 
shows visitors the way to the 
abbey. 
There is a silo, a barn — each 
with a humble cross — amid the 
rolling fields of the 
1,600-acre 
ranch. A dormitory and a church, 
the principal buildings, are con­ 
verted quonset huts. 
The observance of Christmas 
starts Dec. 24 at 5:30 a.m., when 
the festival of the nativity of 
Jesus Christ is solemnly announc­ 
ed in the church. Then one of the 


it as a special occasion. 
In the afternoon a bell begins 
to toll and the sound of heavy 
shoes sifts into the chapel. The 
Trappists file in, heads shaved ex­ 
cept for the monastic crown, in 
long white robes. They genuflect 
in front of the altar and take their 
places in their stalls. 
Then begins tne first vespers of 
the Feast of the Nativity, one of 
the many magnificent Gregorian 
chants more than 1,000 years old. 
Later, when the music is finished 
on the day before Christmas, the 
monks retire at 5 pjm., only, to 
rise again at 9 p.m. They sing 
other Gregorian chants for two 
hours, then, at midnight, sing the 
Pontifical Mass. 
They return to their straw pal­ 
lets until 5:30 a m. Christmas Day, 
when they again sing their chants 
and say Mass. Around 8 a.m., they 
get some cocoa, a piece of bread 
and—something different—& piece 
of home-made butter. 
Sometime during the day they 
get the opportunity to write letters 
home, one of four occasions during 
the year when they may do so. 
The rest of the day is spent pray­ 
ing, thinking, singing their chants, 
until finally, at 7 p.m., they re­ 
turn to their hard beds and their 
Christmas will be over.

UTAH MONASTCRY 
Christmas For Monks 


Centers Only On Jesus 


By FRANK WETZEL 
HUNTSVILLE, U tah (JPi—A tin ­ 
seled tree, gaily wrapped gifts, a 
family feast, jokes and laughter 
and, maybe, a word or two about 
Jesus. T h at is Christm as for most 
Americans. 
B ut not for 70 men living in a 
rugged U tah valley. 
They pray 
and think, h ear and sing of Jesus 
and of His coming ‘o earth. T hat 
is th e ir Christm as, and nothing 
more. 
These men, who rarely use their 
voices except to praise God, are 
T rappist monks. T here are roughly 
700 like them celebrating C hrist­ 
m as this year in 11 m onasteries 
scattered across the nation. 
Although called Trappists, their 
real nam e is Cistercians of the 
Strict Observance, or Reformed 
Cistercians. It is an order of the 
Rom an Catholic Church. 
PROFESSION IS PRAYER 
The monks a t th e Abbey of Our 
Lady of the Holy T rinity have re­ 
nounced the world to become con- 
templatives. 
T heir profession is 
prayer. T heir function is not to 
teach, nor to win converts, but 
simply to love God. 
W ith a few exceptions, such as 
the monk detailed to greet visitors, 
they do not speak in conversation. 
'They 
exchange 
Inform ation 
by 
signs. They do not eat m eat, fish 
or eggs. A typical m eal consists 
of soup and cooked vegetables. 
Christm as Day the food will be 
som ething special—soup, two vege­ 
tables, hom em ade bread, cocoa, 
fruit and a few sweets. 
On U tah Highway 39, leading 
east frcm Ogden, a tiny roadside 
sign ret ding simply “M onastery” 
shows viidtors the way to the 
abbey. 
There is a silo, a b am — each 
with a hum ble cross — am id the 
rolling 
fields 
of 
the 
l,6(M)-acre 
ranch. A dorm itory and a church, 
the principal buildings, are con­ 
verted quonset huts. 
'The 
observance 
of C hristm as 
starts Dec, 24 a t 5:30 a.m., when 
the festival of th e nativity of 
Jesus C hrist is solemnly announc­ 
ed in the church. Then one of the 


m onks delivers the C hristm as ser­ 
mon. T he High Mass of the Vigil 
is sung by the Abbot, which m arks 
it as a special occasion. 
In the afternoon a bell begins 
to toll and the sound of heavy 
shoes sifts Into the chapel. The 
T rappists file in, heads shaved ex­ 
cept for the m onastic crown, in 
long white robes. They genuflect 
in front of the a lta r and take their 
places in their stalls. 
T hen begins the first vespers of 
the Feast of the Nativity, one of 
the m any m agnificent Gregorian 
chants more th a n 1,000 years old. 
L ater, when the music is finished 
on the day before Christm as, the 
monks retire a t 5 pun., only, to 
rise again a t 9 p.m. They sing 
other G regorian chants for two 
hours, then, a t m idnight, sing the 
Pontifical Mass. 
They return to their straw pal­ 
lets until 5:30 a m . C hristm as Day. 
when they again sing their chants 
and say Mass. Around 8 a.m.. they 
get some cocoa, a piece of bread 
and—som ething different—a piece 
of hom e-m ade butter. 
Sometime during the day they 
get the opportunity to write letters 
home, one of f our occasions during 
the year when they m ay do so. 
The rest of the day is spent pray­ 
ing, thinking, singing their chants, 
until finally, a t 7 p.m.., they re ­ 
turn to their hard beds and their 
C hristm as will be over.

Brady said the state D epartm ent 
of Employm ent is carrying on a 
vigorous cam paign throughout the 
state against delinquent employ­ 
ers, and prosecution has Jumped 
300 to 400 per cent during the last 
year or so. 
“Deductions from wages of em­ 
ployees are trust monies and m ust 
be paid over to the state a t the 
proper tim e,” he warned. “Em ­ 
ployer* who take deductions from 
the pay of workers and fail to re­ 
m it to the state or faü to file 
wage reports face the risk of crim ­ 
inal prosecution.”
